Louis, was found shot to death 
Oct. 12, five days after he testi- 
fied before the county grand 
jury.

Mae, told police she found the 
body of her husband on a bed 
in a room upstairs over their 
tavern. She went to the room, 
she said, to get some money to 
pay a rubbish hauler. 

A police report, made by Sgt. 
Raymond Hill and Patrolman 
Floyd Gilbert, stated that Wash- 
ington was fully clothed. The 
bullet had entered his head be- 
low the right ear lobe. Washing- 
ton, 50 years old, a Negro, was 
lying on his back and the pistol 
was under his thigh. 

Weapon Had Jammed. 

The slug penetrated Washing- 
ton’s head, went through a wall 
at the head of the bed and en- 
tered a portable bar in the next 
room. There were five live shells 
and one spent shell in the weap- 
on, which had jammed. No fin- 
gerprints were found on the 
handle of the pistol. 

An autopsy was conducted by 
Coroner C. C. Kane. He reported 
that Washington had died in- 
stantly.

KENNAN CALLS 
FOR NEW EFFORT

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 — 
George F. Kennan, former di- 
rector of the policy planning 
staff of the State Department, 
called today for a “fresh and 
determined effort to mag ll 
nuclear weapons of mass des- 
truction as a factor in ‘“‘the re- 
lations and dealings of nations.”’ 
America’s reliance on these | 
weapons “represents a morbid | 
fixation of the most fateful and 
hopeless sort,’”’ Kennan said in 
reviewing events since United 
States strategy has come in- 
creasingly to depend on the nu- 
clear deterrent 

Kennan, who was also ambas- 


| sador to the Soviet Union. chose 


the Women’s National Dem- 
ocratic Club to make his most 
important pronouncement on for- 
eign policy since the lectures he 
delivered in London two years | 
ago. Those lectures, calling for 
exploration of the possibility of 
disengaging the forces of East 
and West in Central Europe, 
stirred wide controversy. 
Changes in Russia. 

In his talk today, he pointed to 
the way in which America’s con- 
ventional forces had been per- 
mitted to decline and called for 
the will and the determinatior 
to rebuild them. He also urged 


that Americans realize that 
since the death of Stalin im- 
portant changes have taken 


place in Russia and that Pre- 
mier Khrushchev is genuinely 
eager for competition between 
the two systems without war. 


Although he did not mention , 


him by name, Kennan differed 


sharply with former Secretary | 
Of State Dean Acheson on the | 
approach to the problem of Ber- | 
lin and a divided Germany. It | 


was under Acheson that Kennan 


served as head of the policy | 


planning staff.

PRESIDENT SAYS 
SELF-DISGIPLINE. 


SHOULD GOVERN 


LABOR DISPUTES 


Better Than Laws Such 
as Taft-Hartley, He 
Says at Press Session 
—Space Policy Men- 
tioned. | 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Oct. 22 (UPI) 
—President Eisenhower said to- 
day that he believes American 
self-discipline rather than such 
laws as the Tait-Hartley Act 
should govern our labor-manage- 
ment disputes. 


Mr. Eisenhower said he does 
not think the Taft-Hartley law is 
necessarily the answer to critical 
economic situations such as that | 
created by the long steel strike. | 


But the President told a news 
conference that he does not plan 
at present to ask for legislation 
either to bolster or do away with 
the Taft-Hartley law. 


The President told newsmen 
at the outset that he had no 
startling news but though that 
he ought to hold the session be- 
cause he had canceled one which 
had been scheduled for Washing- 
ton yesterday. 

Mentions Space Program. 

Mr. Eisenhower touched on 
United States space programs 
repeatedly during the confer- 
ence. He disclosed that he plans 
in his budget next year to ask 
for increased funds for the 
American space program, but he 
emphasized that he does not be- 
lieve the space efforts should be 
regarded purely as competition 
with Soviet Russia. 

Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell had suggested that an 
amendment to the law is needed 
to permit presidential fact-find- 
ing boards to step into labor dis- 
putes before they reach the 


deadlock state. 


The President said he had no 
recourse but to resort to the 
Taft-Hartley statutes and ask an 
injunction to stop the steel 
strike. But he indicated that he 
did it with much reluctance. 

He said it was a sad day 
when he ordered the injunction 
filed by the Attorney General's 
office. 

The President said that when 
America reaches the point when 
its people cannot settle disputes 
by free economic bargaining and 
without damaging the security of 
the country, then the United 
States has gotten itself into a 
bad spot. 

Mr. Eisenhower, said the Taft- 
Hartley act has not lived through 
a very brilliant history. He said 
specifically he is not sure whether 
the law is either necessary or 
good.

PARIS, Oct. 22 (AP)—The So- 
viet government agrees with the 
United States that a summit con- 
ference should be held in De- 
cember, Moscow’s Ambassador 
to France said today. Britain 
shares similar views but France 
is holding out for a meeting next 
spring. 

A new factor introduced into 
the discussion is a visit by So- 
viet Premier Khrushchev to 
France. Western sources ex- 
pressed belief today this will 
take place within the next few 
weeks. 

The Soviet ambassador, 
Vinogradov, commented on sum- 
mit prospects after an hour's 
talk today with Maurice Couve 
de Murville, French. Foreign 
Minister. 

“President Eisenhower has 
proposed a summit conference at 
the end of this year,’ the So- 
viet envoy said. “‘We are in 
agreement.’”’ 

Whether the meeting is held, 
he added, is up to the Big Four— 
the United States, Russia, Britain 
and France. 

Proposes Dec. 7. 

Britain, London dispatches 
said today, wants the summit 
meeting to start Dec. 7, the 
eighteenth anniversary of the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. With President de Gaulle 
holding out for spring, new nego- 
tiations presumably will get un- 
der way. 

British sources pointed out that 
the Western alliance must have 
unity on the date, and De 
Gaulle’s stand can be the. de- 
termining factor, however. 

(Supplementing Vinogradov’'s 
statement, a spokesman for the 
Soviet embassy in Paris told 
United Press International): 

(‘We are in agreement for any 
East-West summit meeting and 
are waiting only for the Western 
powers to agree on a date which 
can then be discussed with the 
Soviet Union. 

(‘As far as we are concerned, 
we would prefer the summit 
meeting to take place at the 
earliest possible date.” 
| (When reporters asked Vino- 
gradov whether he thought the 
East-West summit would in fact 
‘take place, he replied: ‘That 
doesn’t depend on me.’’)

TO SELL ’COPTERS 


TO KHRUSHCHEV 


STRATFORD, Conn., Oct. 22 
(AP)—United Aircraft Corp, an- 
nounced yesterday that it was 
preparing @tOntract for the first 
sale of American-built helicop- 
ters to the Soviet Union. 

The sale involves three Sikor- 
sky Aircraft S-58 helicopters for 
a price in excess of $1,000,000, 
including spare parts. James 
Patterson, assistant to the presi- 
dent of United Aircraft Export 
Co. in East Hartford, said the 
contract will be submitted to the 
Soviet embassy by the end of the 
week. 

Negotiations for the sale of the 
helicopters got under way after 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev rode 
in President Eisenhower's per- 
sonal helicopter. Khrushchev be- 


came interested in the craft. 
Patterson said the three S-58s 
involved in the sale will be

No ‘Strong Feelings on 2 Timing 
Of Summit Talks, President Says 


He Favors Parley by 
End of Year but In- 
sists Allied Position 
Be Co-ordinated.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Oct. 22 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower said to- 
day he favors an East-West sum- 
mit meeting by the end of the 
year but has no strong feelings 
regarding the timing. 

He stressed at a news confer- 
ence that before there is such a 
high-level meeting with Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev, the Western 
Allies must co-ordinate their po- 
sition at a pre-summit session. 

He said he believes the West- 
ern leaders should meet as soon 
as possible for that purpose. 
Without such co-ordination, the 
President said, you would have 
just a donnybrook or confusion 
at a summit meeting. 


Mr. Eisenhower said reports 
that he had proposed a summit 
conierence late this year were 
not quite correct. 

Ready Any Time. 
“T stated,”’ he said in refer- 


ence to his correspondence with 


Western leaders, “that I would 
be ready at any time from now 
on to go to a Western summit 


because | thought, preceding any 
meeting with the Soviets. there 
should be again an examination 
of our several positions together, 
so that we 


could have position 
papers, so called, that we can 
co-ordinate 

‘Now, I said I was ready to 
go any time from there on, and 
1 said thereafter I would be 
ready to go to a major summit 
meeting; that is, with the So- 
viets, whenever we could al! 
agree that we had a chance to 
Study and get ourselves all pre- 
pared. 

“In other words, IT was think- 
ing we could do this by the end 
of the year. But it was not a 
proposal, it was a statement of 
my position 

“That still remains my posi- 
tion.”’

100-Day Stoppage. 


| Sitting with Judge Biggs on 
the panel were Judges Herbert 

F. Goodrich and William H. 
Hastie. They took the case on 
appeal! from the court of District 
Judge Herbert P. Sorg, who yes- 
terday at Pittsburgh ordered the 
striking union to end the 100- 
day-old work stoppage, which 
has tied up 300 steel-producing 
plant across the nation. The 
strike has made idle about 765,- 
000 workers in the steel mills 
and other industries dependent 
on steel. 

Under the stay, the strikers 
will be exempt from the back- 
to-work order until the appeals 
court rules. 

The union, through its chief 
counsel, Arthur J. Goldberg, is 
seeking a stay of the lower court 
directive until it exhausts the 
appeal procedures, including, if 
necessary, a petition to the Su- 
preme Court. 

Goldberg opened the attack to- 
day on the injunction on the gen- 
eral contention that Judge Sorg 
erred in finding that the steel 
strike imperiled national healta 
and safety. 

He challenged also the consti- 
tutionality of the emergency pro- 
cedures of the Taft-Hartley act 
under which the lower court is- 
sued the injunction. Goldberg's 
basic contention with respect to 
the constitutional issue was that 
federal courts have no right un- 
der the Constitution to issue in- 
junctions, except in cases where 
a dispute as to the rights or ob- 
ligations of parties are at issue. 


Goldberg contended in the ap- 


peal, as he had in the lower 
‘court, that the union has no 
dispute with the Government,

President Eisenhower's decision to transfer 
the Army Ballistic Missile Agency to the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration 
may not end the inter-service bickering over 
space projects, but it seems to us a sound 
one, especially since it has the backing of the 
Army’s two key men in the rocketry field. 

Both Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, head of 
the facility at Huntsville,. Ala. and. Dr. 
Wernher von Braun, the dire¢tor of engineer- 
ing, say they thoroughly approve. Army 
Secretary Brucker and Army Chief of Staff 
Lemnitzer “wholeheartedly support the de- 
cision.” And Congress will have the final 


say, since either house can veto the change 


within 60 days after the néxt session begins. 
For months it has been obvious that the con- 


fusions, service rivalries, personality clashes ; 
and smoke screens of the missile programs 


have spread to the outer space projects. The 
appearance of Moscow’s sputnik on Oct. 4, 
1957, led to a scramble to make up for lost 
time.

PLOESER REPORTS 
GAIN IN PARAGUAY 


Paraguay is moving toward 
democracy from its present mili- 
tary autocracy, but the change 
cannot be made “overnight,” 
Walter C. Ploeser of St. Louis, 
former United States ambassa- 
dor to Paraguay, said here last 
night. 

Addressing a Masonic meeting 
at Moolah Temple, Ploeser point- 
ed out that Paraguay has been 
without democracy for 400 years 
and change must be in progres- 
sive steps if bloodshed is to be 
avoided. 

Ploeser, an insurance executive 
and former United States Repre- 
sentative, resigned his diplomatic 
post last Sept. 14 after two years’ 
service. 

Many South Americans, accus- 
tomed to governmental control 
by the military, today are con- 
fused by the present situation in 
the United States, where a for- 
mer general is President and 
commander-in-chief of the armed 
forces, Ploeser said. 

“It is difficult for South Amer- 
icans to realize that despite Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s Army back- 
ground the military in the United 
States is strictly under civilian 
control,” he continued. 

Communists in South America 
have obtained much publicity 
in recent months but there are 
not many Reds there, Ploeser 
went on. 


No South American country 
today is Communistic or even 
inclined that way, he said. Inci- 
dents such as the attack on Vice 
President Nixon on his visit to 
South America were Communist- 
led, with the object of making it 
appear that the United States 
was disliked, he added.

Crisp, Juicy 2 Sal a Abundan 


Plentiful Supplies 
Of All Locally 
Popular V arieties 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


APPLES AND OCTOBER are 
as inseparable as Thanksgiving 
and turkey, Christmas and holly, 
or Easter and a light-hearted hat. 
Of course there.are apples of 
some sort on the market the year 
’round, ‘but itis in early autumn 
that they really come into their 
own. 

Local -markets are filled with 
an excellent sélection of varieties 
of both cooking and eating 
apples, locally grown and shipped 
in from other ‘sections of the 
country. 

These, of course, include such 
St. Louis favorites as Jonathans, 
Red Delicious, Golden Delicious, 
Rome Beauties for baking, and 
Cortlands. 

Prices will please your budget, 
too, so by all means write apples 
at the top of your marketing list 
this week. (Then try them in 
some of the recipes suggested on 
this page). 

Grapes are adding their au- 
tumnal touch to the fruit stands. 
Flame Tokays, Ribiers, and Em- 
perors are lower than they were 
this time last year. Thompson 
seediess are still here, but inas- 
much as it is late in the season 
for them the shrewd shopper will 
check quality carefully. 

Pomegranates and California 
persimmons bring another bit of 
seasonal flavor. Bartlett pears 
are a but of excellent 
quality; Kieflers are moderate 
in cost, and a few prickly pears 
can be found im some markets. 
The season for Ttalian prunes is 
virtually over, but lingering sup- 
plies are available at high 
prices. 

Grapefruit is moderate in cost 
—but on both oranges and grape- 
fruit from the South remember 
that this is early-crop fruit; don’t 
expect the sugar and juice con- 
tent that we will enjoy later in 
the season. 

Florida also is sending us 
some Satsumas (early seedless 
tangerines): 

California oranges are less ex- 
pensive—and don’t worry about 
that green tinge; it is only skin- 
deep and doesn’t mean a thing 
as far as flavor is concerned. 

Moderately priced are avo- 
cados, bananas and pineapples, 
the latter only fair quality. 

Brig in the fruit stands: 
pumpkitig, ‘and cranberries. 


THE of. “‘good buys’’ in 
vegetables is lefigthening; sweet 
potatoes aré a n@weomer. We 
are right at the peak of the 
season, with plentiful supplies 
of both homegrown sweets and 
Southern yams. A happy circum- 
stance, since pork is such an 
outstanding value at the meat 
counter and such an excellent 
companion for sweet potatoes. 

Although there has been some 
strengthening in wholesale prices 
of white potatoes, this is not ex- 
pected to be reflected in retail 
costs. , 

Homegrown spinach is another 
budget buy, as are turnips. Add 
homegrown beets and cabbage 
to the list of vegetable values, 
along with small-to-medium sized 
yellow onions. (The medium-to- 
large white ones are moderately 
priced). 

| After several weeks of ex- 
: tremely high prices, lettuce 
has returned te normal as 
other producing regions have 
started to ship. Plentiful sup- 
plies are now available, with 
a pronounced drop in cost. 
Endive, escarole and romaine 
are abundant and reasonably 
priced; there is some excellent 
leaf lettuce available. . 
You have a wide choice in 
squash. Acorn and white are 
cheap; yellow squash moderate, 
and zucchini luxury-priced. 
’ There also is. a wide spread in 
cost of green peppers, with the 
medium-to-small ones much 
cheaper than the king-size. 
Moderately priced are carrots, 
corn, eggplant, cucumbers, brus- 
sels sprouts and broccoli.

Local markets are well stocked 
with a choice of cooking and eat- 
ing varieties, so do plan to enjoy 
them frequently in your favorite 
recipes, or in new ones such as 


these. 

It is, of course, wise to choose 
the variety of apple best suited 
for the purpose for which it is 
to be used. For example, a good 
baking apple (such as Rome 
Beauty) would be the right choice 
for this 


Poached Apple 

and Sausage Platter. 
Six medium baking apples. 
One cup sugar. 
Two cups water. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One pound fresh snap beans, 

cooked. 

One pound sausage, cooked. 


Wash, core and peel, apples 
around the top. (This prevents 
apples from splitting). 

Combine sugar, water and salt 
in a saucepan large enough to 
cook apples. Bring to boiling 
point and cook two minutes. Add 
apples, a few at a time, ahd 
cook uncovered until they are 
tender but still hold their shape. 
Turn frequently to cook uni- 
formly. 

Remove from sirup, drain well 
and place on a serving platter, 
around which arrange cooked 
fresh snap beans and cooked 
sausage. 

Serve hot with a green salad.

Chicken, another winner in 
the battle of the budget, is an- 
other good companion for apples. 
In this gourmet-type recipe, both 
apples and chicken are prepared 
with sherry wine. 

This recipe is an example 
of the way in which just a bit 
of wine used in can 
bring out all of the latent 
flavors of foods. 


Sherried Chicken 
and Apples. 
Apples: 


Two or three large red apples. 


One tablespoon lemon juice, 
One-fourth cup dry sherry. 
One-fourth cup brown sugar. 
Flour. 


One-half cup butter or mar- 


garine. 
Sugar and cinnamon. 


Core apples but do not pare; 
Combine lemon 


cut in sixths. 
juice, sherry and brown sugar; 


pour over apple wedges and let 
Drain apple 


stand one hour. 
wedges; dip in flour. 


Chicken: 


One-half cup flour, divided. 

One teaspoon paprika. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

One frying chicken (about three 
and one-half pounds) cut up. 

One-fourth cup fat or salad oil. 

One-half cup apple cider. 

One-fourth cup dry sherry. 

Two cups light cream, 

Combine one-fourth cup flour, 
paprika, salt and pepper; coat 
chicken pieces with his mixture. 
Brown in hot fat or salad oil. 

Add cider; cover; simmer un- 
til tender (30 to 40 minutes). 
Add sherry, cook two minutes 
longer. 

Remove chicken to hot platter. 


Add remaining flour to pan; 
blend with drippings. Add light 
cream; stir over low heat until 
smooth and thickened; spoon 
over chicken. 

Yield: Four servings.

Six fresh apples.

Spicy cinnamon  pinwheels 
make a pretty topping for apple 
cobbler. Follow your favorite 
recipe for cobbler up to point of 
rolling the top crust of biscuit 
dough.

WHAT’S AMERICA’S favorite 
fruit pie? It takes no comprehen- 
sive survey to determine the an- 
swer, Just ask your friends, or 
check the preferences of your 
family. 

It’s no wonder that apple pie 
is so popular, Who can resist the 
spicy aroma of an apple pie 
coming from the oven, or the 
sight of the thick juice bubbling 
up through the tender, flaky 
crust?

“No, the favorite ground for 
psychoanalysis is also at times 
a result of the fact that the views 
advocated by the followers of

By 
asserting the supremacy of the 
instincts, psychoanalysis justifies 
war. 

“When they maintain that the 
main motive forces in man’s be- 
havior are urges and instincts, 
the psychoanalists are also in- 
directly vindicating such things 
as unemployment, poverty, wide- 
spread industrial accidents and 
so on.”” 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (UPI) — A 


profession considers psychoana- 
lysis as practiced in the United 
States “indirectly justifies war” 
and helps shore up the “powers 
that be” in America. 


The attack on psychoanalysis 
was made in an English lan- 
guage broadcast to Britain. The 
science correspondent was not 
identified. 

The “essence of psychoana- | 
lysis,” said, the broadcast, 
“‘seems to be that it erroneously 
ascribes to the instincts, or more 
correctly to the sexual urge, a 
mystic, supernatural power, | 
which causes and determines ev- 
erything in human life.’’

Syracuse Has Top U.S. Defense Mark for Fourth Week 


Average 
98 Yards 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (UPIJD— 
Syracuse University, the leading 
scorer among the nation’s ma- 
jor colleges, also is most stingy 
in yielding yardage. 

The Orangemen topped the 
country in over-all resistance 
for the fourth straight week by 
allowing the opposition an aver- 
age of 98 yards for each of their 
four games. 

Undefeated and untied, Syra- 
cuse also leads in rushing de- 
fense with 20 yards yielded per 
game. 

N.C.A.A. service statistics re- 
leased today reveal that Syra- 
cuse is the first team in 12 years 
to go through its first four games 
with a total yield of less than 
100 rushing yards per contest. 

Unbeaten Pennsylvania is sec- 
ond to Syracuse in total defense 
with 122.3 yards per game and 
top-ranked Louisiana State trails 
the Orangemen in rushing de- 
fense with a 67.8 average. 


Pennsylvania also regained the 
lead in forward passing defense. 
The Red and Blue allowed 
Brown only 17 aerial yards last 
week to head the department 
with an average yield of 42 yards 
for each of four games. Alabama 
slipped to second place with a 
43.8-yard mark. 

The Yale Bulldogs continue to 
be the only major team with a 
perfect record—undefeated, un- 
tied and unscored-upon. .

“American Heritage’ 


Has Ring of History 


NEW YORK, Oct. 22. 

In a speech belaboring television some years ago, Edward 
R. Murrow declared that television must not simply seek to 
entertain the greatest numbers; it must also endeavor to ex- 
press “full appreciation of our historic heritage, wise under- 
standing of our institutions 
and traditions, familiarity 
with our classics in litera- 
ture and the arts, and per- 
sistent attention to our 
ethical principles.” 

This passage occurred to 
3 me the other night watch- 
a ing “Our American Heri- 
ita tage” because it seemed 
'y to me that this series of 
six programs sponsored by 
the Equitable Life Insur- 
ance Co. attempted to em- 
brace all of it. The first 
of the series, Sunday on 
NBC, was called “Divided 
We Stand” and was largely 
concerned with the bitter 
warfare between two great 
— Americans, Thomas Jeffer- 
4 son and Alexander Hamil- 
JOHN CROSBY ton, who were politically, 
' temperamentally, emotion- 

ally, and ethically in violent disagreement. 

Mildred Freed Alberg, former producer of the Hallmark 
series, is the producer of this one and she has explained: 
“Because of the limitations of time, rather than to try to do 
a biography of these men, we are going to take an incident, 
large or small, which reveals the man and his time. It is not 
only the man but his period that we are concerned with.” 

This is a splendid objective, entirely suited to an 
hour of television, and it was about 8 per cent real- 
ized. Morton Wishengrad, who wrote the script, con- 
centrated on a tiny incident in the war between France 
and England in which this country desired strenuously 

to stay neutral. It was a minute incident indeed, the 

escape of a little French ship from Philadelphia har- 

bor, but Wishengrad recaptured in it some of the great 
rhetorieal thunders. the divisions in principle and ethics 

of mighty men in the early days of this country. 


When it started; I thought it had a bewigged and costumed 
air alwut it, but the drama got blood and warm flesh on it 
when Jefferson said farewell to his wife at Monticello with 
the words—which he actually said: ‘Oh, Martha, when I go 
from here I leave everything I love for everything I hate.” 
Many of the speeches which Wishengrad has put in the mouths 
of his Jefferson, the aristocrat who was the great harbinger 
of democracy, and his Hamilton, the common man who wanted 
to impose an aristocratic government of the few upon the new 
country, came straight from the written words and they have 
a state paper sonority about them. ~But they have also the 
ring of high principle, of lofty humanity, and great dignity. 

I DOUBT THAT men ever said things like: “There's a 
fullness of time when men should go’’—even in Jefferson's 
time—but we need reminding that our forebears were men 
who thought in such elevated terms. Even the beauty of the 
furnishings and the lovely, delicately balanced proportion of 
the rooms give you a sense of pride in our ancestors and (I 
devoutly hope) a sense of loss in our own niggardly sur- 
roundings. 

Ralph Bellamy played Jefferson with both ele 
gance and eloquence and Arthur Kennedy was suitably 
fiery as Hamilton. I found Howard St. John rather 
earthbound as George Washington, but then, of all our 
forebears, Washington is the hardest to bring to life, 
Perhaps he belongs on Mount Rushmore. Alex Segal’s 
direction was dignified and precise. 


Miss Alberg, the producer, has always been associated 
with quality: programs and she says: “You must always strive 
for perfection in thig business or you don’t belong in it. I 
think it's been an erroneous policy in the business to count 
noses, That doesn’t necessarily indicate the pleasuré of an 

- audience. If you give a quality audience what they want they 
are enormously grateful and loyal and enthusiastic. 

-  “T feel about doing Jefferson what I felt about doing 

~ Shakespeare. 1 wanted to take Shakespeare out of the class- 
room and make him exciting. The most we can try for with 


revere him today. We are trying to do the great people and 
show not only their contributions to their time but their con- 
tributions to our time.” That's a mighty aim and the least 
we can do is give it our wholehearted support. 


INCIDENTALLY, there was another President on TV that 
night, also a Democrat, Harry S. Truman, who showed his 
library to Jack Benny. Truman spoke of the presidency with 
practiced enthusiasm, essayed a few jokes in his nasal sar- 
donic delivery which isn’t at all bad. It was mildly educa- 
tional, The only thing that came off badly, 1 thought, was 
ae library itself which looks like a lot of extremely dull 
eharts and graphe—as if they didn’t know what to do with 
the $22,000,000 it cost once they got it.

This 
type succumbs to all the attractive sins, and then beats him- 
self to death with feelings of guilt. He never wins, unless he

old and sanctimonious. 
Horatio Alger is an ex- 
ample. He wrote stories 
for boys. I grew up on 
scores of his books. They 
always opened with a poor 
a: but honest youngster 
. i. shivering in the cold as 
oui - he tried to sell his news- 
papers so that his widowed 
mother would be able to 
afford thin soup for sup- 
per. They ended with the 
triumph of virtue over 
greed; the kid grew up to 
become rich and righteous 
and he always married the 
most beautiful girl in town. 
Horatio Alger wasn’t any- 
thing like his books. He 
was born in January 1834 
in Revere, Mass. His fa- 
ther was Dr. Horatio Al- 
ger, a stainless steel puritan and a minister. The father 
watched every other breath of his son, determined that the 
boy should become a Unitarian minister and a saint on earth. 
The neighborhood boys called the youngster “Holy Horatio.” 

His father was pulling hard in one direction and the devil 
was yanking the kid on an opposite course. Horatio studied 
at Harvard Divinity School and tried to marry the first jeze- 
bel he met. His dad stopped that. Horatio wrote stories for 
the press, and the doctor tried to stop that too. In 1860, the 
boy ran off to Paris.’ 

He was 26, and there was no one to watch him. 
Horatio fell into indiscretions at night and spent his 
mornings pounding his breast and begging God for for- 
giveness. This went on until Horatio was certain that 
he was losing his mind. In 1864, when the Civil War 
was big news, Alger was ordained a minister in Brew- 
ster, Mass.

» HE LASTED two years: If his life in Paris was bad, this 
one was worse. He couldn’t stand preaching the wages of sin, 
an the one hand, and thinking of how lovely those sins could 
be, on the other. This was hypocrisy. Alger fled to New York. 

He wrote books. Here again Alger was frustrated, because 
he longed to be a fine novelist. Instead, his works became 
cheap paperbacks, selling for five cents. He returned to Paris. 
There he fell into a love affair that left him temporarly in- 
sane. He ré@turned to the prison of his conscience in a hos- 
pital bed. Still, his books sold in the millions. He went back 
to New York and did some charitable work in the Newsboys’ 
Lodging House. He never married, but he informally adopted 
a Chinese orphan named Wing. He made friends with the 
gamins of the city and wrote about them. In all these books, 
right always triumphed against adversity. 


He wrote “Ragged Dick,” “Pluck and Luck,” 
“Tattered Tom,” “From Canal Boy to President,” 
““Bertha’s Christmas Vision,” “Frank’s Campaign or 
What a Boy Can Do,” and many others. In all, he 
wrote 119 books. One was written in two weeks. 


» ALGER EARNED a fortune. He spent. it faster than it 
came in. He gave it to the poor boys and he gave it to wom- 
en who were not too poor. He loved the big city and he 
hated privation so that, even in New York, he felt a sense 
of frustration. He could never reconcile himself to the world 
as he saw it, and he could not make peace with himself or 
with God. 

The boys in the Lodging House imposed on Alger by tell- 
ing him sad stories which were not true. They advised each 
other how best to get money from him. Alger gave and gave 
of his purse and his heart until there was nothing left. 

In 1896, he left New York broke. His sister had a home 
in Natick, Mass. She said he would be welcome. Alger went 
to her and, as small royalty checks came in, he tried to re- 
pay her. 

He Jasted three years, a lonely graying figure who walked 
the sand dunes in a heavy cape, the winter tearing at his 
face and the how! assailing his ears with the sound of punish- 
ment to come. 

In 1899, Horatio Alger died. He was 65, and sick of 
himself...

What Causes Itching? — 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

“ABOUT A HALF HOUR after my husband comes home 
from his office, he starts to itch, especially his back. We have 
tried all kinds of creams, etc., but nothing has helped. What 
causes it?” MRS. E- K. 

I’ve chosen this letter, not because itching backs are 
common, but because a localized itch coming at some par- 
ticular time of day is quite ordinary. It may be the nose, 
the feet, the fingers, hands, 6r just about any part of the 
anatomy. 

When an itch fits into a pattern, look for what we call 
“contact dermatitis,” which is a classic form of allergy. It 
may come on suddenly, or it may come only after repeated 
contact with some substance, until there has been enough 
contact to make the body (or parts of it) rebel. 


There are, also, signs that nerves or tension have 
some connection, too. This gets into a controversial 
area of which we do not yet know enough to be very 
certain. Still, it seems to be a factor. 


When this itching back acts up, what are some of the 
possibilities? Does E. K’s husband invariably settle down for 
a little while in a favorite chair? It could be the upholstery. 
Is he sensitive to house dust? Could be. By this, I do not mean 
that the house is dustier than anyone else’s. ALL houses have 
dust, but it varies, depending on the cleaning compounds used, 
the upholstery, the fuel for heating and so on. 

Or does E. K’s husband, without even thinking about it, 
automatically slide into a favorite old lounging jacket? Does 
he pet the dog? Or take a drink, or eat some favorite snack, 
fuss with some plants (flowers, trees, shrubs) as soon as he 
gets home? Does this itch start only when he’s at home, and 
NOT on vacation or at a friend’s house? Does he ride home 
in someone’s car (or his own), or ride the bus. Does this itch 
appear, in other words, when he isn’t just coming home from 
work? Or does it happen on Sunday when he gets home from 
church? ‘ 

This is the sort of problem we encounter in various 
cases of allergy. WHAT is the one thing that is 
always present when the itch starts? Or is it always 
present at a certain time BEFORE the itching starts? 


It could be, or might not be, in this case that an anti- 
histamine drug, taken before the usual “itching hour,” 
save the day. Ask your doctor about choosing such.a drug. 
But the best solution of all is some detective work, to find 
what seemingly harmless thing, whether eaten, touched, 
on or breathed, may start this allergic itching. Tests 
allergist may help you find the cause more quickly. It’s worth

tail lieutenant of infantry, wear- 
ing a broad-brimmed army cam- 
paign hat, no medals on his 
chest. 

That was before three wars, 
two cabinet posts, fame—and a 
brief flurry of controversy in 
later life. 

When the army band came to 
Pinehurst from Ft. Bragg to 
play a birthday serenade, illness 
and age already were heavy 
upon the General. But that sev- 
enty-eighth birthday was a time 
for memories and a talk with a 
few old friends. 

A time to look back, to remem- 
ber Uniontown, Pa., where he 
was born in 1880 . . . schooling at 
Virginia Military Institute .. . 
the humid heat of army duty in 
the Philippines . . . the dust of 
Oklahoma’s Ft. Reno... slow 
promotion for junior officers... 
until the world’s first war came 
and with it assignment to Gen. 
John J. Pershing’s headquarters 
for the American expeditionary 
staff. 

That was Marshall’s strong 
point—staff work. He began 
ascending, obscurely at first, a 
captain, a major, a lieutenant 
colonel . . . a five-year tour 
after the war as aide to “Black 
Jack” Pershing, that personifi- 
cation of the precise, cold, aloof 
commander. Some of Pershing’s 
characteristics rubbed off on 
Marshall. 

He developed two personali- 
ties. As an officer, he cleaved 
closely to the code. He was se- 
vere, smiled little, kept to him- 
self, expected instant response 
when he pushed a buzzer, an im- 
mediate answer when he asked 
a question. 

At some point early in his 
military career he adopted the 
military practice of addressing 
subordinates, both in and out 
of the military, by their last 
names. He made perhaps no 
more than a dozen exceptions, 
and these in the case of very 
old and very close associates. 

Until the day of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower’s inauguration as 
President, Marshall addressed 
him only as “Eisenhower,” 
never “Ike.” 

Marshall’s official aloofness 
may have been something of a 
protective device, as well as too 
literal acceptance of military 
custom. He dreaded that some 
acquaintance, close or casual, 
might ask him to use influence 
or grant a favor. So, in a way, 
he avoided people. When he 
entered his office in the morning 
he passed through the reception 
room at almost a run, left in the 
same way. 

It was a different Marshall at 
home. There he was a kindly 
and gentle man who talked 
through the evening hours with 
his wife about the family, friends, 
books, gardening. 

He attended dutifully the re- 
quired dinners and cocktail par- 
ties. He may not have liked 
glittering social events, but he 
was a diplomat. He could listen 
attentively and speak the non- 
committal words required of 
him. 

Essentially, Marshall was a 
staff officer, not a combat lead- 
er. His qualifications showed 
enough to focus Washington at- 
tention on him while he was an 
almost unknown brigadier gen- 
eral on duty in Illinois in the 
mid-1930s. 

The bright young brigadier, 
who appeared to know how to 
get things done fast even in the 
maze of military red tape, began 
to move up rapidly. He was 
chief of the war plans division, 
deputy chief of staff, acting 
chief, then chief of staff in 1939 
—when war already had come 
to Europe and when Marshall's 
staff ability had brought the at- 
tention and support of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

World War Il broke for the 
United States on a- Sunday 
morning. As Army Chief of 
Staff, Marshall was in a pre-

the American Red Cross for two 
years. 

Retire then? No. Truman 
named Marshall Secretary of 
Defense and he took over on 
Sept. 12, 1950. 

He had on his hands his third 
war. The Korean conflict had 
been under way for three 
months. It was going badly. 

Involved were questions not 
merely of tactics for defeating 
an enemy but of broad interna- 
tional policy. How hard could 
the limited war be pushed with- 
out bringing in Russia and pre- 
cipitating a third world war— 
with nuclear weapons? 

The bitterest controversies in- 
volving George C. Marshall were 
waged with him standing aloof 
on the sidelines. 

Charges amounting almost to 
disloyalty were thrust at Mar- 
shall by two Senators on differ- 
ent occasions. His defenders in- 
cluded a President and the Pen- 
tagon. 

But Marshall said nothing, 


either because he didn’t want to . 


recognize the charges with any 
personal pronouncement or be- 
cause he merely followed his 
pattern of remaining apart from 
things. 

There were occasions, which 
came only rarely to public view, 
when the coolly correct Marshall 
could be vigorous and even 
angry in debate. Some of -these 
incidents occurred while he was 
army chief of staff in World 
War II. 

There was competition be- 
tween the services for materials 
and men. And there were also 
conflicting views about fighting 

war. 


In 1944, the campaign to wrest 
the Pacific islands from the 
Japanese was rolling ahead. 
American forces—both marines 
and army—were landing, fight- 
ing and conquering. There was a 
difference between the basic tac- 
tical theories of the army and 
the marine corps, the latter un- 
der over-all control of the navy. 

In one 1944 incident an army 
division went ashore with two 
marine divisions to drive the en- 
emy out or kill him. The marine 
commander was Lt. Gen. Hol- 
land M. (Howling Mad) Smith; 
the army commander, Maj. Gen. 
Ralph Smith. The battle was 
hard. Two marine outfits were 
on the flanks, the army division 
in the center. 

The army division moved for- 
ward more slowly, following 
army technique of allowing air 
and ship bombardment to first 
soften enemy strong points. Ma- 
rine Gen. Smith removed army 
Gen. Smith from command. 

There were echoes back in the 
United States — including an 
angry scene in the joint chiefs 
of staff. 


Marshall locked horns with 


cluded when Marshall, drop- 
ping his customary coldly,offi- 
cial manner, leaned ac the 
conference table, shook a fin- 
ger under King’s nose and said 
furiously: 


“Never again will an army 
general serve under a marine 
command.” 

The criticism which was flung 
at Marshall years later, in the 
heat of political dispute, came 
mainly from Senators Joseph 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, and 
William Jenner (Rep.), Indiana. 

President Truman had nomi- 
nated Marshall in 1950 to be 
Secretary of Defense, to take 
over direction of the war in Ko- 
rea against the Communists of 
Asia. The nomination was up 
for Senate confirmation, but first 
a law had to be amended to 
permit a military officer to as- 
sume the civilian Cabinet post. 

Jenner opposed the nomina- 
tion. Marshall, said Jenner, was 
a “living lie’ and a “stooge” 
for Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, whose foreign policy 
had come under barrage from 
McCarthy and Jenner. 

The Indiana Senator declared: 
*‘Gen. Marshall is not only will- 
ing, he is eager to play the role 
of the front man for traitors.” 

Marshall, said McCarthy, was 
a mysterious, powerful figure 
who “more often than not 
swayed the historic decisions” 
made by President Franklin 
Roosevelt in World War II. 

The Wisconsin Senator declared 
that Marshall was inclined to 
follow Soviet viewpoint as against 
that of the other ally, Britain. 

Prompt support and reply came 
from President Truman. 


What was said and done then 
welled up into public affairs 
later. The 1952 presidential 
campaign came along. Nom- 
inee Eisenhower made a polit- 
ical speech in Milwaukee, Mc- 
Carthy’s home state. 

Eisenhower deleted from the 
speech prepared for Milwau- 
kee delivery complimentary re- 
marks about Marshall. Two 
newspapers said the deletion 
was at the request of Mc - 
Carthy. 

Spokesmen for Eisenhower 
and McCarthy denied it at the 
time. 

Two years later, former Re- 
publican Gov. Walter Kohler of 
Wisconsin, in a news confer- 
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ence, said it was he who urged 


the deletion because he be- 
lieved that praise of a man un- 
der attack by McCarthy would 
hurt the party.

In 1953 he got up from a sick- 


bed to go to Europe to accept 
award of the Nobel Peace 
Prize. The award was for the 
“Marshall Plan” for Europe’s 
recovery from Word War II. 
He came back from that long 
journey to the quiet life at 
Leesburg and at the Marshalls’ 
winter home at Pinehurst, N. 
C. Age and illness began to tell. 
However, he plugged away at 


in 1958. Truman said then that 
he gave Eisenhower hell in the 
1952 campaign because Eisen- 
hower didn’t throw Jenner off a 
speaking platform for calling 
Marshal] a traitor, as Truman 
put it. 

So at a White House news con- 
ference, Eisenhower was asked 
if Truman’s historical recollec- 
tion was accurate.

Some of the hardest decisions 
Gen. George C. Marshall had to 
make in a half century of mili- 
tary and official life came in 
his last job. 

He was Secretary of Defense 
for a year, in the dark time of 
the Korean war. It was his duty 
to recommend to the White House 
and the State Department the 
way to fight that never complete- 
ly popular and eventually vic- 
tory-less war. 

Marshall, President Truman 
and Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, fearing the limited war 
might flare into global conflict, 
were at odds with the strategy of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, the 
battlefield commander. 

MacArthur took his case to the 
public, and Truman fired him. 


line that he had drawn on oc- 
casions in World War II when 
he was army chief: The deci- 
sions of the top command must 
be the final and prevailing de- 
cisions. 


There was no disagreement 
about the way the Korean war 
should be fought as between the 
President, the joint chiefs of staff 
and himself, Marshall declared. 
But there was and continued to 
be a basic difference between the 
commander in Korea and Wash- 
ington headquarters, the secre- 
tary said. 

Marshall believed that Mac- 
Arthur would have the United 
States carry the conflict from 
Korea to the Chinese mainland, 
and ‘“‘would have us accept the 
risk of involvement not only in 
an extension of the war with Red 


China, but an all-out war with , 


the Soviet Union.”’ 

As the war dragged on, there 
were calls in some quarters for 
the United States to use atomic 
bombs against Red troops and 
bases. But Marshall, with his 
joint chiefs of staff, recommend- 
ed against atomic weapon use, 
pointing to the danger of pre- 
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winding up unfinished business, 
Marshall declined to write a 
book of memoirs. 


He did help in putting together 
for a foundation a vast amount 
of documents and other material 
which recorded his official his- 
tory. It included more than 40 
hours of memoranda dictated by 
Marshall on to tape to help an 
official biographer, Dr. Forrest 
Pogue. 


Until a year or two before his 
death, Marshall worked faith- 
fully each summer in a small 
garden at his Leesburg home. 

It was a quiet spot, where few 
people came to argue about cur- 
rent or past controversies. de 
could be alone to meditate, while 
leaning on the handle of a garden 
tool.

matics and science, and now he 
is taking only business math ana 
no science course at all. His 
_ high-school average is high ~ 
around 88. Is he getting the right 
kind of education? 


Answer: No. And what is more 

important, he is getting poor 
guidance from his school. 
Since George is typical of 
many boys his age, I will 
give you a detailed reply. His 
record probably places him 
among the upper quarter of his 
Class, or better. This means that 
he has all the natural ability re- 
quired for an academic curricu- 
lum that should include English, 
social studies (history, eocno- 
mics, etc.), a foreign language, 
mathematics and science. He 
should be taking at least four, 
probably five, “academic” sub- 
jects each term, and these should 
require between 14 and 16 hours 
of homework a week. 

Whether he “‘likes’’ science or 
math should not influence his 
course of studies one way or the 
‘other. By limiting himself to 
business math, which for a boy 
of his talent is probably a “snap 
course,”’ he rules out any chance 
of catching up later, if he should 
want to take science courses in 
college.

gun geometry. He should have 
either completed biology and 


moved on to chemistry or should 


be followed by one year of 
| physics. 


I advise you to have a serious 


talk with your son’s principal. 


We have a daughter who will 
be a junior in high school next

She has her heart set on going 
to Vassar. Is there anything she 
can do at this point? 

The trite but true answer is: 
work hard and hope for the best. 
But actually she can do more 
than that. The Big Seven wom- 


‘en's colleges, the female counter- 
part of the Ivy League, of which 
Vassar is one, have started a 
‘recent and welcome experiment. 


They are permitting high-school 
juniors, on the basis of College 
Board examination and recom-

way, the student risks nothing 


‘and may get early assurance of 
admission. 


The colleges, of course, have 
a selfish interest in this pro- 
cedure, too, They are plagued 


| by the fact that so many students 


apply to more than one college, 
and this new approach permits 
them to make their own admis- 
sion process less of a gamble.

“Will you please tell in your 
column why the days near the 
equator have more even daylight 
than in the North Hemisphere? 
I understand that it gets dark 
there between 7:30 and 8 p.m. 
the year around. My Daddy was 
on the équator and in Panama 
for three years.” 

JOHN SPEAKS of a half hour 
allowance in the time of eve- 
ning darkness around the equa- 
tor. There must be some allow- 
ance, but daylight and darkness 
do come close to matching each 
other in the Torrid Zone. 


Except for twilight, daylight 
and darkness would balance 
each other closely. As it is, twi- 
light adds light to the day. 

If our earth had an upright 
axis, daylight and darkness 
would be even, except for twi- 
light, the year around. Jupiter, 
the mighty planet, has an axis 
which is almost upright, and 
daylight and darkness there 
come close to being even. 


AS IT IS, the earth’s axis is : 
tilted, and the North Pole is to- cht 
ward the sun at one séason, | 
away from the sun at another 
season.
